Future uncertain as popular boozer Cap in Hand is sold off

A popular pub has been bought by 
an Isle of Man-registered company 
linked to a string of pub closures 
across London. 

The Cap in Hand pub, off the Ace 
of Spades roundabout, is due to 
close on August 28. 

The pub, formerly the Southbor- 
ough Arms and the Academy, was 
bought by JD Wetherspoon in 1998. 

Wetherspoon spokesman Eddie 
Gershon said: “We can confirm that 
the Cap in Hand has been sold, with 
the deal completing on September 4. 

“The pub has been sold to Men¬ 
doza Ltd. The Cap in Hand will 


remain open until a week before the 
completion date. 

“All staff working at the pub will 
be relocated to nearby Wetherspoon 
pubs. 

“We appreciate that the 
pub customers will be 
appointed, however 
Wetherspoon has made 
a commercial decision 
to sell the pub. 

“We would like to 
thank them for their 
loyal custom since the 
pub opened in 1998.” 

Former regular Sarah 
Skelton, of Stafford, said: 

“When my now husband first 
came to live with me in Verona 
Drive, we spent many a happy hour 
in there. It was our local. 



“We have lived in Stafford since 
2008 but we still go back there when 
we visit Kingston. We’ll miss it 
enormously.” 

Mendoza has overseen a number 
of pub closures across the capital 
in recent years, including 
Two8Six in Lewisham and 
the Peacock in Battersea. 
Dennis Murphy, landlord 
of the Sovereign in Cam¬ 
den, was forced to bow 
out in June 2013 after 
Mendoza raised his rent 
from £22,700 to £50,000, 
having bought the pub the 
previous summer, according 
to the Irish Post. 

The Sovereign is still operating as 
a pub. Mendoza also bought the Bac¬ 
chus in Hoxton, which is still open 


under new management, the 
Evening Standard reported in 
February. 

The company, incorporated in 
2009, has also bought the Duke of 
Wellington in Spitalfields. 

Campaigners there believe the 
company has “no intention” of 
maintaining it as a pub after rede¬ 
velopment, the Standard reported. 

Twenty First Architecture Ltd, 
which is working with Mendoza on 
the Duke of Wellington scheme, is 
understood to be handling the Cap 
in Hand project. Workers there 
could not be reached for a comment. 

The Kingston Guardian has at¬ 
tempted to contact Mendoza 
through its corporate agent, Andco 
Corporate Services, also registered 
in the Isle of Man.

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All set for Grove byelection

Some familiar faces are run¬ 
ning for Kingston Council in 
this month’s Grove ward 
byelection. 

Just two months after 
Kingston town centre resi¬ 
dents last went to the polls, 
they will be asked to select an¬ 
other new representative on 
Thursday, July 16. 

The vote has been called fol¬ 
lowing the sudden death of 
Councillor Chrissie Hitch¬ 
cock, who represented the 
ward on behalf of the Liberal 
Democrats for 25 years. 

This time around, Jon Tol¬ 
ley, the skateboarding owner 


of Banquet Records, is stand¬ 
ing for the Lib Dems after pre¬ 
viously running as an 
independent candidate in 
May. 

He explained his decision in 
a YouTube video, saying he 
had always voted for the Lib 
Dems in elections. 

He said: “In the last byelec¬ 
tion I stood as an independent 
because I thought the views 
that I had weren’t being repre¬ 
sented and I wanted to shout 
as loud as I could so that peo¬ 
ple heard our voices. 

“In that whole campaign, I 
found it quite interesting that 
there were a lot of people who 
weren’t involved in politics 
who wanted me or an indepen¬ 
dent to speak for them. 

“I found that views from a 


few Conservatives were quite 
dismissive of me and I re¬ 
ceived no support, apart from 
the Lib Dems. They were the 
ones reaching out. They were 
on side from the beginning.” 

Clare Keogh, who ran as the 
Green Party candidate in the 
general election, has put her¬ 
self forward for the Grove 
council seat. 

An accomplished Irish 
dancer, Miss Keogh secured 
2,322 votes for the Kingston 
and Surbiton parliamentary 
seat and performed an Irish 
jig at 2.30am during the count. 

Kingston Labour chairman 
Laurie South, himself a keen 
morris dancer, is the party’s 
candidate once again, having 
also stood two months ago. 

He said: “I am involved in 


this community. I have lived 
here in Grove ward for more 
than 20 years and this is where 
I want to be. 

“But I want to see a develop¬ 
ing Kingston that is fairer and 
offers help, hope and a future 
for everyone here. Kingston 
will change. It must. But it 
must offer homes, education, 
job opportunities and ameni¬ 
ties for all who live here - no 
matter what your age.” 

John Anderson will again be 
running for UKIP. 

He said: “The Tories must be 
stopped from allowing over¬ 
development in Kingston. 

“But the Lib Dems are being 
hypocritical on this issue - 
there are plenty of examples 
of over-development that 
occurred when they ran 


the council. 

“Both the Lib Dems and the 
Tories have failed to secure 
enough affordable housing in 
the large developments they 
have permitted. 

“They have let the planning 
staff be bamboozled by the fi¬ 
nancial viability assessments 
devised by property develop¬ 
ers, and under the Lib Dems 
this made the problems of so¬ 
cial housing in the borough 
extremely serious.” 

The newcomer is Conserva¬ 
tive candidate Jenny Lewing- 
ton, from Chessington, who 
has worked as a personal as¬ 
sistant at Tolworth Girls’ 
School for the past 32 years.

Runway ‘will bring pollution to borough’ 


Kingston’s air quality would suf¬ 
fer if Heathrow built a third run¬ 
way, council leader Kevin Davis 
has warned. 

Councillor Davis was respond¬ 
ing to the long-awaited publica¬ 
tion of the Airports Commission 
report, which this week recom¬ 
mended expansion at Heathrow. 

Prime Minister David Cameron 
has said the Government would 
make a decision on airport ex¬ 
pansion by the end of the year. 

Coun Davis said: “Kingston has 
some issues with air pollution al¬ 
ready, especially in north 
Kingston. It is definitely some¬ 
thing I am very worried about. 

“The trouble with aviation pol¬ 
lution especially is that it sinks 
and that could be a real problem 
for Kingston.” 

Coun Davis said Gatwick ex¬ 
pansion would be a far better op¬ 
tion for Kingston. 

He said: “Gatwick expansion 
would allow me to argue for 
extra funds to improve infras¬ 
tructure in and around the 
borough. 

“We could improve roads like 
the A243 through Hook because 
they would become more widely 
used after a Gatwick expansion.” 

But Matt Gorman, Heathrow’s 
director of environment and sus¬ 
tainability, said the airport could 
provide a third runway and still 
hit air quality targets. 

Mr Gorman said: “We set out a 
commitment to create a third 
runway without any additional 
airport-related traffic on the 
roads. 

“There will be rail links to the 
north, south and east of the 


airport as well as improved bus 
and road connections. 

“We think the plans are credi¬ 
ble and we can have a third run¬ 
way at Heathrow without 
increasing traffic locally.” 

The Government withdrew 
support for a third runway previ¬ 
ously and the director of envi¬ 
ronment believes the plans have 
been brushed up enough to gain 
public support. 

He said: “The key point is that 
we have taken a new approach to 
the development - we went back 
to the drawing board when the 
Government pulled support for 
runway three. 

“We gave ourselves air quality 
as well as noise and pollution 
targets and through that we have 
built the support that we have.” 

Richmond Park and North 
Kingston MP Zac Goldsmith, a 
long-standing opponent of 
Heathrow expansion, said 


commission chairman Sir 
Howard Davies had taken “a tele¬ 
gram approach in a broadband 
age”. 

Mr Goldsmith said: “Against 
all the available evidence, he 
is effectively proposing that 
we spend vast sums of taxpayer 
money subsidising the creation 
of a huge foreign-owned 
monopoly. 

“It is hugely disappointing that 
he has ignored the key evidence 
he received in the course of his 
work. On every level, Heathrow 
expansion is the wrong answer. 

“Sir Howard has addressed an 
aviation model that is becoming 
obsolete. 

“Transfer traffic across Eu¬ 
rope has been declining for years 
because of technology changes 
and the rise of low cost carriers, 
while point-to-point trips are 
increasing. His is the telegram 
approach in a broadband age.”

A 15-year-old boy is in hospi¬ 
tal with serious injuries 
after ploughing his moped 
into a metal pole outside a 
playground. 

London’s Air Ambulance 
was called to the crash site in 
Knollmead, near the Sunray 
estate, with police cordoning 
off the area so the helicopter 
could land. 

The teenager was taken to a 
central London hospital with 
a suspected broken leg and 
back and neck injuries after 
the collision, on Saturday 
afternoon. 

The moped the boy was rid¬ 
ing is said to have ended up in 
pieces scattered all the way 
down to the Hogsmill River. 

People also reported seeing 
a piece of the bike’s visor 
wedged in the railings of a 
bridge over the river. 

A police spokesman said: 
“We were called to an acci¬ 
dent on July 4 at 5.45pm. A 15- 
year-old had suffered serious 
injuries but is expected to 
make a full recovery. 

“Enquiries continue.”

Attack: Woody’s in Ram Passage, Kingston 


A man was left with head and 
arm injuries after being at¬ 
tacked and slashed with a 
knife inside a pub toilet. 

The 35-year-old man was as¬ 
saulted in Woody’s in Ram 
Passage, Kingston, by three 
other men just after midnight 
on Saturday, June 20. 

The group had been al¬ 
legedly involved in an argu¬ 
ment before the victim was 
followed into the toilet and 
hit a number of times. 

His forearm was also cut 
with a knife by one of the 
assailants. 

Paramedics arrived and 
took the injured man to a 
south London hospital but he 
was later discharged. 

The attackers are believed 
to have run off towards High 
Street and got away by car. A 
knife was later recovered by 
police. 

A spokesman for Woody’s 
said: “Two weeks ago there 
was an incident where a man 
was followed into the toilets 
at Woody’s. 

“The staff reacted immedi¬ 
ately and diffused the situa¬ 
tion, but in the struggle the 
man in question was cut by a 
knife. 

“I would like to take the op¬ 
portunity to praise the staff 
on their quick thinking and 
professional response in ex¬ 
tremely unusual circum¬ 
stances - the only time in 


Woody’s seven year history 
that the police have been 
called. 

“The police were very im¬ 
pressed by how the matter 
was dealt with and we contin¬ 
ue to help them with their 
inquiries.” 


Gary Cormack, 27, 
from Bolingbroke Grove, 
Wandsworth, has been 
charged with one count of ac¬ 
tual bodily harm and has 
been bailed to appear at Wim¬ 
bledon Magistrates’ Court on 
July 21.

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Charities to compete for cash

Charities will compete against 
each other to provide volun¬ 
tary services under a new 
commissioning system. 

Councillors have approved 
the shift of two-thirds of 
Kingston Council’s volunteer 
grants budget - £lm - to its 
commissioning budget. 

The overall cash available - 
about £1.5m - will remain the 
same. 

Previously organisations ap¬ 
plied to the council for grant 
money to carry out charitable 
projects. 

Hilary Garner, chief execu¬ 
tive of Kingston Voluntary Ac¬ 
tion, said: “There’s been no 
evidence that the corporate 
grants model is broken. 

“There’s been no rationale 
or evidence that contracting 
will achieve better outcomes.” 

Voluntary organisations 
may have to pay VAT on their 
commissioned funding, he 
said, whereas this was not the 
case with grants. 

John Trend, director of Oxy¬ 
gen, said the move would pit 
volunteer groups against each 
other and force them to spend 
money on competition, rather 
than front-line services, with¬ 
out a guarantee of success. 

He added: “It’s fundamental¬ 
ly flawed. A lot of the efforts

we’ve put into working togeth¬ 
er, to collaborating, to trying 
to minimise duplication and 
things like that, all of that is 
potentially undermined by a 
commissioning process.” 

In a press release, Kingston 
Council said that the majority 
of respondents supported the 
proposals “to some extent” 
and claimed its plans were a 
“more sustainable way of sup¬ 
porting the vital and excellent 
work of the borough’s volun¬ 
tary and community sector.” 

Councillor Julie Pickering, 
lead member for voluntary 
services, said the change was 
designed to wring maximum 
value for money from deals in 
order to meet an “unprece¬ 
dented” financial challenge. 

She said: “What has hap¬ 
pened over the years is that we 


have developed another part 
of the council that doesn’t 
have the acute commissioners 
involved at the level that they 
should be. 

“It’s about forging that rela¬ 
tionship. You need to get the 
grants closer to where the 
money is. You can start to co¬ 
produce much more effective¬ 
ly. You can commission 
grants.” 

She added: “I would like to 
see the council double the 
amount of work it commis¬ 
sions from the voluntary and 
community sector by 2020.” 

Coun Rachel Reid, who op¬ 
posed the change, said: “We 
could potentially lose some of 
our key teams in the volun¬ 
tary sector if they are unsuc¬ 
cessful in bidding. 

“I fear that pushing through

with this process will risk us 
alienating those we are seek¬ 
ing to support, the council and 
our residents.” 

The changes were approved 
after several weeks of consul¬ 
tation with sector workers. 

In its report, consultancy 
specialists QA said: “Some 
participants felt that commis¬ 
sioning approaches had 
the potential to address 
service duplication and 
fragmentation. 

“Other opportunities noted 
included the potential for 
long-term planning and more 
sustainability for organisa¬ 
tions with longer contracts. 

“However, most participants 
found it difficult to identify 
the potential benefits of com¬ 
missioning for their organisa¬ 
tions with a feeling that this 


was something that larger or¬ 
ganisations would derive most 
benefit from. 

“The most significant con¬ 
cern expressed by partici¬ 
pants was the risk that their 
organisation would not re¬ 
ceive funding under the pro¬ 
posed system and would be at 
risk of closure as they were 
squeezed out by larger 
charities.” 

Some groups did not have 
much experience of commis¬ 
sioning processes, the report 
said. Representatives of larger 
organisations were more like¬ 
ly to see the changes as an 
opportunity. 

Possible benefits included 
consortium bidding and im¬ 
proved accountability, respon¬ 
dents felt. 

QA’s report added: “A key 
issue of concern appears to be 
the perceived lack of, or com¬ 
munication of, the rationale 
behind the proposals. 

“The majority of partici¬ 
pants were very concerned 
about the proposed changes 
and the potential impact on 
their organisations. 

“There was also discussion 
within the groups around the 
recent change in council lead¬ 
ership and it was apparent 
that this was a period of un¬ 
certainty and change for 
many participants.” 

There was also a perception 
that “the decision had already 
been made”, QA found.

OVER THE LIMIT: A drink-driver 
caught twice over the limit has been 
fined £350 and banned from the road 
for 20 months. Sadadcharam 
Joypooranachandarn, 48, of Ruxley 
Lane, Epsom, was caught in his 
Mercedes in Worcester Park last 
August. He was found guilty at 
Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday and must pay £185 fees. 

GUILTY PLEA: A man who harassed 
two other people last autumn has 
been conditionally discharged for a 
year. Declan Ingram, of Fleetwood 
Square, Kingston, changed his plea to 
guilty at Wimbledon Magistrates’ 
Court last Thursday. He must also pay 
£115 in fees. 

POO FINES: Dog owners who do not 
clean up after their pets now face on- 
the-spot fines up to £100. As part of 
Kingston Council’s crackdown on 
litter, powers to penalise dog owners 
came into force on Wednesday. 
Enforcement officers will patrol 
streets, open spaces and housing 
estates in Kingston and Surbiton as 
part of the pilot scheme, which runs 
until December. The fines can be 
reduced if paid within 10 days.

Ten years after he died in the 
7/7 London bombings, the 
family of Kingston Universi¬ 
ty student Philip Russell has 
spoken about the legacy of a 
scholarship created in his 
name. 

Mr Russell, a finance man¬ 
ager, was killed by the bomb 
that ripped apart the number 
30 bus in Tavistock Square 
in the 2005 terrorist attacks, 
just days before he was 
due to celebrate his 29th 
birthday. 

The Philip Russell Travel 
Scholarship has sent 21 
Kingston students to take 
part in projects around the 
world, including in Nepal, 
South Africa and Haiti. 

Dad Grahame Russell said 
this week: “It was very hard 
in the beginning but now we 
look forward to coming up to 
the university to meet the 
scholarship recipients. 

“Philip wasn’t able to com¬ 
plete his life, so it seems fit¬ 
ting that we are now able to 
give opportunities to others 
to lead lives they otherwise 
wouldn’t be able to. 

“Each year the students 
seem to be more and more 
adventurous and we have 
seen them come back as bet¬ 
ter and more worldly wise 


people. This, in return, helps 
us to keep Philip’s memory 
alive.” 

Scholarship projects have 
included giving physiothera¬ 
py to disabled orphans, 
building fresh water tanks, 
and shark conservation. 

Three others with links to 
the borough died in the at¬ 
tacks, which killed 52 and in¬ 
jured more than 700. 

They were former Surbiton 
High School pupil Emily 
Jenkins, 24, Laura Webb, 29, 
and Ojara Ikeagwu, 55. 

Miss Jenkins, who dreamed 
of becoming a midwife, was 
described by her mother 
Sarah as “extremely sociable 
and popular” and “the only 
grandchild to get away with 
teasing my austere mother 
and father”. 

The family, who lived in 
Kew at the time, said in a 
statement after her death: 
“She had a love of life and a 
great ability to bring out the 
best in people. Emily will be 
remembered for her enthusi¬ 
asm and her deep passion for 
her family and friends.” 

Miss Webb had been plan¬ 
ning her wedding when she 
was killed. 

Her mother, Hazel, told the 
inquest into her death: 


“Laura was always happy 
and laughing. She was kind 
and caring, and could always 
see the best in people.” 

Miss Webb grew up in 
Kingston Vale and attended 
Coombe Girls’ School. 

Mrs Ikeagwu, a social work¬ 
er from Hounslow who com¬ 
pleted an MA at Kingston 
University in 2000 and was 
killed by the Russell Square 
bomb. 

At the time, head of social 
work school Hilary Tompsett 
said: “Her lively and colour¬ 
ful personality will be long 
remembered as well as her 
determination to finish her 
studies and to gain a master’s 
degree on top of her profes¬ 
sional qualifications as a so¬ 
cial worker. She was so proud 
of her achievement, coming 
from a family of respected 
doctors and graduates, and it 
was clear they were proud of 
her too.” 

A survivor of the attacks, 
Gill Hicks, was given an hon¬ 
orary degree by Kingston 
University in 2013. Ms Hicks, 
46, lost both legs when Ger¬ 
maine Lindsay detonated his 
bomb at Russell Square. She 
founded a peace charity two 
years later and was awarded 
an MBE in 2008.

Opponents of high rise build¬ 
ings in Kingston may have an¬ 
other battle to fight, after 
plans for a second 19-storey 
tower block were announced 
for the town centre. 

Having temporarily seen off 
proposals for a high rise at the 
old post office site, members 
of campaign group Kingston 
Residents’ Alliance (KRA) are 
now gearing up to oppose 
plans for 400 homes in towers 
of up to eight, 10 and 19 
storeys as part of Eden Walk 
shopping centre’s regenera¬ 
tion plans. 

At 63.1m high, the develop¬ 
ment would become 
Kingston’s tallest building, 
dwarfing the Kingston River¬ 
side complex off Canbury 
Gardens, which stands at 
55.9m. 

Mediha Bor an, from the 
KRA, said: “I am pessimistic, 
but we have to fight our 
corner. 

“Developers are hitting the 
area where it says more than 
nine storeys are allowed. We 
will have another fight on our 
hands.” 

But the Eden Walk General 
Partnership, a joint venture 
between British Land and 


Universities Superannuation 
Scheme (USS), said of its 
plans: “We have designed the 
scheme to reduce in height in 
the most sensitive areas 
around Union Street where 
the development is closest to 
the Ancient Market.” 

Developer St George recent¬ 
ly withdrew its plans to build 
a 19-storey tower block at the 
old post office site a day be¬ 
fore a decision was due to be 
made. 

The news followed Kingston 
Council leader Kevin Davis 
announcing his opposition to 
the building, on the grounds 
of design quality, finishes and 
materials. 

Last week a spokesman 
from St George said: “We 
asked the council to remove 
the planning application for 
the old post office site from 
the development control com¬ 
mittee agenda on June 23 
while we consider our 
position.” 

The spokesman was not able 
to confirm what new plans for 
the site would or would not 
include. 

But Mrs Boran said: “We 
know they will be back. We 
are worried about having two 
towers.” 

Last month a series of pub¬ 
lic consultation exhibitions 
were put on to engage with 
residents and raise awareness 


about plans for Eden Walk. 

The Eden Walk Shopping 
Centre was built in the 1960s 
and has been deemed “tired, 
outdated and poorly connect¬ 
ed” by the Eden Walk General 
Partnership. 

The proposals include a din¬ 
ing terrace as well as a “sky 
restaurant”, a boutique cine¬ 
ma, offices, new pedestrian 


routes, better access to and re¬ 
landscaping of Memorial Gar¬ 
dens, plus new retail units. 

But north Kingston resident 
Andree Freize said: “CNM Es¬ 
tates is planning a boutique 
cinema in the Gala Bingo site. 
Don’t these planners have any 
imagination?” 

A spokesman for British 
Land and USS said: “Our 


£400m investment will create 
hundreds of jobs, new shops, 
restaurants, offices, public 
space and homes in a safe, 
family friendly environment. 

“We are really pleased that 
over 1,000 people attended our 
consultation events. 

“We are now reviewing the 
feedback before developing 
our plans further.”

Kingston owns the freehold of 
three golf courses - neither 
Coombe Hill nor Malden make 
any mention of this on their web 
pages.

Refunds for 
train delays 
unclaimed 

I have uncovered figures that in¬ 
dicate an estimated 25,872,000 de¬ 
layed journeys take place 
annually on the commuter lines 
into London, with 85 per cent of 
refunds remaining uncollected. 

This figure amounts to in ex¬ 
cess of £56m a year. 

At present, commuters using 
the overland trains into London 
are facing unacceptable levels of 
delay as a common occurrence.

Parents at a Tolworth primary 
school fear their children’s ed¬ 
ucation is being compromised 
after plans to merge two year 
groups were announced. 

Knollmead Primary School 
is set to merge two year 5 and 6 
classes together leaving one 
year 5 class from September. 

In a letter sent out to parents 
this week it said: “As you are 
aware there are lots of excit¬ 
ing new initiatives beginning 
next year and we have some 
new and enthusiastic teachers 
joining our staff. 

“We have considered very 
carefully how to ensure that 
every pupil reaches their full 


for school change 


potential and is challenged ap¬ 
propriately. We now have a 
model that we feel will benefit 
all pupils.” 

It added that classes would 
be much smaller than an aver¬ 
age class of 30 and would 
be supported by teaching 
assistants. 

The letter also said children 
would be grouped according to 
their ability in core subjects 
such as maths and English, 
“so that every child focuses on 
next steps relevant to them”. 

But one parent who did not 
want to be named said: 
“Which curriculum is it going 
to be? Year 6 is a really impor¬ 
tant year to prepare them for 
secondary school - how they 
are going to manage the cur¬ 
riculum and not repeat what 
the current year 5s have 


already done, I don’t know. 

“This is their big plan to save 
money. It seems to be all about 
funds and that is impacting 
children’s education when it 
should not be.” 

She added no consultation 
over the changes had taken 
place with parents. 

It has been a turbulent cou¬ 
ple of years for Knollmead, 
which was rated inadequate 
by Ofsted inspectors in 2013. 

The school was partnered 
with the Coombe Academy 
Trust, which also runs 
Coombe Boys’ School and 
Coombe Girls’ School, as a re¬ 
sult of the inspection. 

A new headteacher, Emma 
Kelty, was installed in Septem¬ 
ber 2013, and she vowed to 
turn the school around. 

But within a year it was 


announced Ms Kelty would 
not be returning to the school 
“for some time” and is cur¬ 
rently understood to be 
travelling. 

Acting headteacher Pip Ut- 
ting said: “At Knollmead we 
prioritise the learning needs 
of all of our pupils to ensure 
they make excellent progress 
throughout key stages 1 and 2. 

“We are very proud of the 
progress the school has made 
over the past year and are 
grateful to the staff for their 
role in this. 

“It is not unusual for schools 
to introduce mixed age classes 
as part of a personalised 
learning experience and tran¬ 
sition to secondary school is a 
key focus for us; one we can 
fully exploit with our close 
links to secondary schools.” 


Extra Primark 

Budget retailer Primark has applied 
for planning permission to demolish 
the former Quaker house in 
Kingston. 

The shop in Eden Street is expected to 
expand next door to the Friends Meeting 
House formerly used by Quakers. 

The Quakers moved to a new meeting 
house in Fairfield East last year.

Small changes can bring rental properties in 
line with new fire safety laws to save lives 



You are four times more likely to die in a home fire if there is no smoke alarm fitted 


L ANDLORDS across England are 
being urged to act now to ensure 
they are ready for new safety laws 
aimed at saving dozens of lives 

a year. 

The new regulations will make it 
compulsory for all landlords to fit smoke 
alarms in rented homes. Under the new 
laws smoke alarms must be fitted on every 
floor of the property as well as carbon 
monoxide alarms in properties which burn 
solid fuels. Landlords must also check the 
alarms are working at the start of every 
new tenancy with potential penalties of up 
to £5,000 if they don't comply. 

The Chief Fire Officers' Association 
(CFOA) campaigned for more than two 
years for the legislation to be introduced. 
Working closely with landlords and the 
main landlord associations and groups it 
presented key evidence and research into 
the Government's national review of the 
issue. 

Mark Cashin, chair of CFOA's Home Safety 
Committee, says: "We are delighted that 
the Government has worked with us to 
bring in these new laws which will improve 
the safety of families and stop dozens of 
people from losing their lives to fire each 
year. 

"While overall smoke alarm ownership in 
the country stands at around 90 per cent, 
those living in private rented homes are far 
less likely to have a working smoke alarm. 
Statistically people are four times more 
likely to die in a fire in the home if there is 
no working smoke alarm and over the next 
ten years it is estimated that the new laws 
will result in 231 fewer deaths and 5,860 
less injuries." 

The new regulations do not apply to

social landlords and Houses in Multiple 
Occupation (HMOs) as these are both 
covered by other existing laws. 

To help landlords gear up for the new 
regulations, which subject to parliamentary 
approval are expected to come into force 
this October, the Government has provided 
local fire and rescue services with a limited 
number of free smoke and carbon 
monoxide alarms to distribute ahead of the 
regulations coming into force. 

Landlords should contact their local fire 
and rescue service to obtain the alarms 
and receive guidance on where and how to 
fit them.

Rents are starting to see some 
real upward movement in 2015 
after five or six years of low 
growth, write Kate Faulkner. 

This is being driven partly 
by demand being higher than 
supply, but mostly because 
wages are rising above inflation. 

From a landlord perspective, 
this is really good news as rents 
haven't been rising that fast and 
this will help fund maintenance. 

The Homelet index continues 
to show that newly advertised 
rental inflation is higher than 
rental growth to existing ten¬ 
ants. Supply and demand defi¬ 
nitely influences rents and at a 
regional level, where there is 
plenty of rental stock, such as in 
Wales, the North West and parts 
of East of England, rents aren't 


Demand for 
rents on rise 

rising, while London and the 
South West are seeing rises. 
They are not though the 'raw 
deal' suggested by the National 
Housing Federation. 

Their recent comparison com¬ 
pares an individual landlord who 
has to pay high prices with cor¬ 
porate landlords who build from 
scratch, so it is very much apples 
versus pears. In comparison, 
rents in the social sector have 
risen twice as fast as private 
rents in the UK, and rents are 
around a third of wages, just like 
they are in the UK according to 
most affordability reports.

Team Kingston collected 
988 points to finish only two 
points above 12th placed Red¬ 
bridge, but a whopping 228 
adrift of champions 
Wandsworth, who claimed 
the title for a third successive 
year. 

Liz Joannides (100m and 
shot Para Games) and 
Souleyman Bah (100m & 
200m Para Games) led the 
way with four individual 
golds between them. 

There were further individ¬
